So, in my mind, an element of mystery remains: why does Sal and this prestigeous 
firm insiBt in going through with a suit in which they do not have real expectation of a 
major recovery? Sal said their expemses and co3t3 were enormous, much tooro than they were 
repaid, and they want to recover. I don t believe this explains it. The possibility of 
serving another interest was and remain^ in my mind. Which leads to the ITM 

That was on the beat of Warren 0. deBrueys. covered it as regularly as a reporter 
touches base with regulars on his beat. There was an additional reason. Shaw and the 
normal work of the ITM brought in a wide assortment of foreign dignitaries who were over- 
loaded with enemies, like Samoza. Thus there were legitimate security concerns the FBI had. 
Jesse met with deBrueys on such things often, knew him personally, and regarded him as 
a friend. Aside: he was always baffled that deB has so little interest, took so long in 
coming, when he phoned tu leave word that he had the leaflet Oswald was using. I do have 
a memo of that and a xerox of the original from Jesse. Plus other details. Farther aside: 

Jesse was in the original WDSU footage, B e reviewed it with Ed Planer as soon as Oswald 
was mentioned and it was still there, not an outtake. Ed Plainer confirmed\it by phone 
the day after I saw Jesse, Tuesday morning, helore I met Guy# fCTdh'v 

Mow I learned tilings about deBrueys by just working, bumping into.it. For one thing, 
the lawyer B©ll arranged to defend the spurious Bringuier suits had been a law-school 
classmate. So, deB was a local boy on long-time local assignment, a reasonable situation. 

Also, something that did not emerge in the hearings, he was fluent in Spanish# If to this 
and other tilings fo r wliich I do not now have time are added wliat is in COUP, there is an 
explanation of why deB , of all the agents the FBI had available, was shipped to Balias 
immediately to do the correlating, wliich wo know with certainty was really filtering. 
u e was an ideal man to remain^ in N.O. for that job, and any competent agent could have done 
his Balias job, if the intent' was a straight job. deB had the special knowledge for 
filtering. I believe that had ho remained in M.O., somc^f the really fine loads in those 
reports would not exist. A similar conditions does not exist in Balias, where he die his 
job rather well, considering the bulk of what he handled. 

Shaw gave free space in the oldITM to a CIA outfit, a Cuban one, the name of which 
the incompetents in Garrison's office never got in the trial record. It is in the grand-jury 
transcripts, taken from Josepliine liug. I think there is indefinite reference to in in her 
trial testimony, which I do not have in transcript. Novi Udlliam George Gaudet, who immediately 
fingered lluby to the N.O. FBI, ran the Latin American Reports as it could not afford tp be 
run from a three-room suite in the ITM. Gaudet was CIA, as waa his LAR. Shaw's explanation 
of why LHO picketed the ITU was the presence of the ^uban consult© there. There was none, ^ . 
so his explanation mokes no sense. But good old JG lot it stand, unchallenged. I believe 
LHO had been told vwhero tp picket. Bearing on this he had numbers not listed in his book, 
including relating to this. Like Vem Rotman's not at DSU and not in Rotman's name. It * t 
was not a haphazard thing. And deB covered that building. He was also yanked from N.O. I 
do not know tho date, but right after ny grand jury appearance, which was I think 4/1B/67, , 
he was in Washington and did not return to N.O. for the duration# For some reason it was 
decided that he was more touchy than the other key agent* whose name does not jnaxdtxx 
come to mind immediately, the one who "investigated" Shaw, who was allowed to remain in 
N.O. and assert privelege. , 7* 

If all of tills is put together, it canbe made to add up to CIA. Why this is risked in 
q Civil suit when Garrison alleged and failed to prove it in a criminal action, Ican't 
figure. With Shaw's character the key thing in the amount of damages, there is nothing 
relating to Ids t aot that is not admissablo. I don't really think this suit is designed 
or intended for Shaw's benefit. I think ho has been talked into believing that it is his 
dhance for full vindication and recouping hio financial losses. u e must be out much, ‘ 
despite tho help he got. I also think Sal would consider that Tom Bethell knew all there 
was to know about Shaw in Garrison'd files or knowledge, and this would be untrue. I could 
go to N.O. and idthout too much trouble, with help and some financing, make a strong ca3© 
for Sjfjiw'o e^ing Clay Bertrand even if it were not true. The other agent is Regis Kennedy. 

One of the unfolloued leads ifi the barkeep Trunbach who knew a Clay Bettrarld and descibeda 
man like Shaw! That is where the investigation ended . Tho FBI did investigate Shaw.
